The Greenwood Cemetery, also know as the 
Pascagoula Cemetery, Catholic Cemetery, Lutheran 
Cemetery, Sailor Cemetery, Beach Cemetery, Protestant 
Cemetery, and City Cemetery is located on Buena Vista 
Street in Pascagoula, Section 8, Township 7, Range 6. 
These were all joined about the turn of the century into 
one city cemetery called Greenwood. This cemetery 
contains numerous unmarked graves. The first recorded 
burial was October 10, 1848. 


The original tombstone inscriptions were compiled by 
Mrs. Lester Scheffler, Mrs. Maidia Wright and Mrs. J. E. 
Krebs, on October 3, 1968, and were published in 
Requiem: Vol. I. A new survey of the old section of 
Greenwood was complete in 1993 by Julian Davis. Betty 
Rodgers and Katie Steen surveyed the two additions, May 
11, 1992. The entire cemetery was re-surveyed in 
November of 1996 by Katie Steen and Harry H. 
McDonald, Sr. after hundreds of obituaries were 
reviewed. Margaret M. Hollister Wolfe added 1997 and 
1998 burials.
